he vſeth to behaue himſeife ſo valiantiy that no fone wall 
(of what height o2 ſtrength whatſoenzr)is able to hold him 
out: vet is het not accounted fo ſound acommon-wealths 
man as ſome of the reff, (62 that it is imagined, bee loues 
the enemy better then his owne country, x if occaſſion were 
offered, would rather flp to Money then ſerue Pouerty(his 
Soueraigne. A great tranſpozter of coꝛne he hath bane 
from time to time 2. fo2 which canſe the people hate him in 
their hearts, and doe now and then openly cry out againſt 
bun with ſuch clamozs, that he hath berne glad to ſtop their 
mouthes.

Induſtry, was a godlyperſonage , & faithfull friend to 
his Pzince, and a father to his country, a great Lawyer, x 
a deepe ſcholler, ſtout in warre,and pꝛouident in peats. Po- 
uerty ( whom he ſerued) did often ſay, that two ſuch coun- 
telloꝛs (as Induſtty) were able vpon their ſhoulders onely 
to ſuppoꝛt any State in the wozld. In deare peeres , when 
the Land had beene ready to ſterue, hath he rel&ned it, and 
turned dearth into plenty: his head is ener full of cares not 
fo2 himſcifeſo much as foz the people, whom hee loues and 
tenders as deerely as if they were his Kindzed : pet ſtand 
they not ſo well affected fo him, becauſe he compelles them 
to take paines, when tis their naturall inclination (like 
D2ones ) toliae baſely, and to feede vpon the bzead that the 
ſweat ol other mens bzowes doe earne. A gov &5 cates man 
he is, and a louer of peace,ſreking rather to dzaw Money to 
be til in league with Pouerty, then to haue them thus at 
defiance one againſt another. 

Beggery, and Miſerie, are ſo ll knotune to vs, J thall 
not neede to d2aw their faces. | 

Theſe councello2s, after many arguments, weighed out 
fo pzone the neceſſity either of warre oꝛ peace, at the laſt 
concluded vpon the fozmer. The dzunime was therefoze 
ſtruck vp,to try what voluntaries would offer themſelues: 
but few ( oznoneat all) came in. Then went 
fo ſtreight connnand, to pꝛeſſe not onely all ma- 
ſterleſle men, but all others of what condition o2 pzofeſion 
ſoener, that lined vnder the ſubie tion of Pouerty.

vpon her golden p2omiſes they had ventared their liues, 
ſpent their bla), loft legs and armes had bene pinched. w 
cold, parched with heate fed vpon cabbage, vpon rotes, t 
vpon Chailtmas day(in ſtead of minched pyes) had no bet⸗ 
ter chere then pꝛonant (mouldy Holland chreſe, and courſe 
bꝛo wne bꝛead) not a rag to their backes, ves, xags mo2e the 
they cared fo: but not tho ſtiuers among fine of them. 

They therefoze vowed to ſerue Pouerty, to line and dye W 

her, and with all their ſoꝛces to ſet vpon Money, who had 
made them flaues to oꝛld, not rewarding the to t heir 
merit: and thereupon g vp their dꝛum, and ſpꝛea ding 
their tottered culloʒs hung full of honont. beta uſeit

The buſinefle thus ſucceſſefnlty thiuing at the ſirſt gaue 
encouragement to all to haue it ſet fozward, ſo that pze-',,, - 
cepfs were fozthwith directedto the Hals of enery Compa- company — 
ny, who albeit they had furniſhed the Queene of filuer and ni men on 
gold (Mony) with certaine voluntary bands of-ſound ap⸗ boch ſides.

to their ſeete ; The Quecne beſtowed very good woꝛds vp- 
pon them, betauſe Schollers had alwapes biene fauoꝛed by 
her pꝛogenitoꝛs, and (vpon her bare command) they tooke 
ſuch plate vnder her in the Armp, as was ſutable to their 
pꝛofeſſious. 

Voung Gentlemen, that neither durſt walke bp and 
downe the Cittp, fo2 ſeare of Rauem and Kites, that honered 
to catch them in their tallons, and could get no entettaine 
ment in the court of Money, becauſe they were ponger bꝛo⸗ 
thers, and condemned by the verduict of Silkemen and 
Merters to be molt Deſperate fellowes: yet were they all 
wellcome to Pouetty. 

Theſe ponger Bꝛothers were appointed to ſtand Infans 
perdus (oʒ the Forlorne hope) becauſe though they had lit- 
tle to looſe but their liues: vet they ſhould winne honour, 
nay perhaps knighthood , which in theſe dayes are befter 
then lands: if fat widdowes can be but dzawne to nibble at 
that wozthipfull baite.

fond moſt cruelly in them, as co vndoe the old Cittizens, £ 
then to marry their vong wiues, and ſo to raiſe them vp to 
honour in their molt knightty poſteritte. a 

A regiment of old ſeruingmen were ſwoꝛne the guard to oa Semiog- 
Pouernies perſon, of whom there was great hope, that they men che gat 
would both ſtand ftiflp to her in any danger, and ik ß maine to Pouerty. 
battailes did euer ioyne, would be the onely Canonceres to 
bꝛeake their ranckes, becauſe they had ſuch excellent (kill 
in charging and diſcharging ol the great Bombard. 

There came in ſome ſeuen thouſand Banckrouts, offes Banckrowres 
ring their ſeruice to the diſtrelled and wzonged Pzinceſſe , come to Pe 
who gaue them thankes foꝛ their lone: vet was the feares pie. 
full to truſt them, becauſe a number in her owne army er- 
claimed vpon them, as the ranckeſt villaines in acommon 
wealth, and that they had vndone them, their wines and 
childꝛen: But the dangers wherein they now all ſtode, re⸗ 
quiring rather hands to puniſh the wꝛongs done by an ene⸗ 
mie, then to rip vp old wounds of their owne. Thoſe ſenen 
thouſand had the oꝛdering ofall fire-wozkes, Pines, and 
countermines, as beeing the onelp rare fellowes foꝛ dam- 
nable and ſpeedy blowing vp efmenin any aſſault. 

The vanguard being filled vp thus with their froopes Maſters vnd 
befoze named, a ſtoute company of honeſt Youſholdere, ” barns 
( whoſe ſeruants like Acteons dogs, had with whozing, di- & ;c.vard. | 
cing and dꝛinking eaten vp their Paſters) came bꝛauely vp 
in the Reare : their wings conũſted of ſchwlemaſters huſ⸗ 
bandmen, fencers, Knights of the Poſte, and ſuch line who 
had all vowed by the croſſe of * ſwoꝛds, and by the ho⸗ 
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nour of a ſouldier to die at Povertics ftete. 

It was in the middle of a Terme, when the fire of theſe 
ciuill bzoiles firſt began to kindle: but Law hauing with 
many hard woꝛds on both ſides taken vp a number of bꝛab⸗ 
ling matters, and fo2 her healths ſake beeing rid into the 
country, whereby a great crew of her followers, that were 
not able with bag and baggage to march aſter her in that 
pꝛogreſſe) were ready to giue vp their cloakes, (the ſummer 
was ſo hot fo2 them) and becauſe all their pzactiſe was but 
to ſet people together by the eares, a number of them ther⸗ 
foze vpon their bare knees, begd that they might ſerne P 0+ 
uertie in her warres , whereupon certaine bzoken-held, 
gowtie-legd , durty-hamd pettifoggers, with ſome lack-la- 
tine pꝛowling pennurious country Attozneys, were pꝛomo⸗

ſquires came thicke and thz&fold, and had the leading of Þ 
Pioners, becauſe they had deepeſt ſkill in digging of Tren- 
ches. 

The victualers to the Camp, were a company of double- 


—_ ſeldom chind polt»foted,ſtincking-bzeathd Bauds,who with pew- 


ter bottles of Aqua vitæ at their girdles,rings with deaths 
heads on their foze fingers, and old ſtitchd hats, out of faſhi⸗ 
on on their heads, tame along with the bag rbaggage, and 
were ready if any poꝛe ſoldier fainted, to put life into him 
againe by a fip from their bottles, and to lift vp his ſpirits. 

The whole Army being thus leuped, Pouerty was found 
to be one hundꝛed thouſand ſtrong in the field, whom mar- 
tialling in the beit oꝛder of warre, they marched foꝛward w 
full reſolution, either to take Money and her ſabiets pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners, oꝛ elle neuer to come out of the field, ſo long as they x 


Pouertie (their miſtreſſe and powꝛefull commander) could 


be able to hold life and ſoule together.

The eies of a true © tate do neuer leepe,ÞP2ins 
ces are quickeſt of hearing, the blowes that fozraine ene- 
mies giue, are bꝛoken fo2 the moſt part: becauſs the weapon 
is alwaies ſene and put by, otherwiſe they would cut deepe, 
= _ blod, where ( by ſuch pꝛeuention) they ſcarce giue 
2mies. 
This mercileffe tyꝛant therefoze ( Pouerty ) could not 
kindle ſuch fires of vp30zes,and tiuill miſchiefes , but that 
the flames ( like burning beacons ) armed her enemies 
with ſafetie, euen as they put them into feare . Yer rags 
ged tropes were moꝛs apt to befray themſelues and their 
pꝛotiedings, then palliticke to betray the foe into any dan- 
ger. With ſwift wings therefoze did the newes of this 
inuaſion flp abꝛoadinto all countries, and at laſt alight- 
ed befoze that glozigus and moſt adoʒed Empꝛeſſe (Money) 
whom neereſt it concerned, becauſe all the arrowes of thetr 
enuie and infended malice were ſhot at her boſome.

that in pide colours wait vpon and ſhew trickes to ſate the

ok all theſe iollities, pompes, and whoꝛiſh ceremonies, the 
onely bewitchers of mankinde, came ſayling in, the newes 
of a ſuddaine inſurrection, and an vnerpected inuaſton, by 
that common, fatall,and barbarous ſpoiler of ſo many kings 
doms, infamous amongſt al nations by that beggerly name 
ef Pouerty. 

Theſe newes (vpon the ſirſt arriuall) did no moze mone 
the great Indian Empꝛeſſe (Money) then the bleating ok a 
thepe terrifies the king of fozreffs (the Lyon.) Money was 
rich, ſtrong in friends, held league with Þ2inces,had whole 
countries at her becke nations were her llaues, no people 
but did loue hex.

nation did in the end, with one conſent fall on their knees, 
moſt humbly intreating thier Boueraigne Miſtreſſe to gtue 
ouer her reuellings, maſkes, and other Court⸗pleaſures foz 
a time, and that aſwell fo2 the ſatety of her owne royall per⸗ 
ſon (to take hiede of them: foꝛ many plots were now, and 
bad oftentimes bin laid) as alſo fo2 themſelues, whoſe liues 
and liberties wholly depended on her, either to leup pꝛe⸗ 
ſent foꝛces, which ſhould meete this beggerly Monarch in

Theſe woꝛ ds bꝛake fozth with ſuch lighning, that Money 
ſlampd foꝛ very anger, that ſo baſe an enemy ſhould put her 
ſubiects into feare, Their vigilance awaked her, and 
like a god Pꝛince that would loo!e her life rather then her 
ſubtects ſhoald periſh, ſhe began (with the Eagle) to ſhake 
her ropall wings, and to be roaz'd out of her late golden 
flumbers,x ſecurities, that ay vpon her like enchantments. 
To their requeſts ſhe peelded, and thereupon to ſoꝛtiſie 
her kingdome againſt all the hat of Viilany 4 Vengeance, 
thee ſummoned thoſe of her countell together whom th2e Councellors te 
know to be meft faith full and moſt ſeruiceablein a buſines Won.

But her 
touncel / wiſer then ſo) kept her in perfo2ce, doubling the 
guards about her, and inchaunting her care with all the be- 
witched tunes of muſicke to caſt her into a lumber till theſe 
ffo2zmes in her were at quiet, which if they had not done, but 
had pitched the field, as ſhe once determined, it is by many 
pꝛobabilities) thought, that Pouerty had had a great hand 
auer her, and would haue put her to the woꝛſt. They there⸗ 
foze locked her vp, as it were by Jron fozce, compelling

The Farmersclapt their hands, Gcaziors 

went vp and downe ſh2ugging their ſhoulders, Land- 

ſet all the Scrineners in the country to woꝛke to dzaw lea» | 

ſes, conueiances, defeiſances, and J know not what, in 

thꝛer market daies, dearth Wr on 
2 
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the rich Curmudgeons made as though they were ſo2ry; 


but the poozeVuſbandman looked heauity, his wife wzang 


her hands his childzen pined, his hyndes grumbled, his 
leane oner-w2ought Jades bit on the bꝛidle. They, who 
were in fanour with Money, and were on her ſide, ſped wel 
enough; but Pouerties people were dꝛiuen to p wal,ozrather 
downe into the kennell: fozco2ne ſkipt from foure to ten 
ſhillings a buſhell, from ten to twelus ſhillings, Fones of 
befe began to be pꝛetious, and foz their pzice had bene 
we zne in rings but that the ſtone cutter ſpotled them in the 
grinding. Putten grew tobe deere,twocrownes a buttocke 
of peefe, andhalfe a crowne a wholeſome b2eaft of mutton, 
tuerp thing (to ſay truth) riz,ercept deſert and honeffy, 4 
they could find nothing to riſe by, 

Pouerty was ſomewhat grieued, (but liftle diſmayed) at 
theſe tyzranous, Godleſĩe and baſe pꝛoceedings of her ene- 
my, detauſe the herſelfe and moſt ofher army, haue bene 
old Sernito2s to the warres, and been familiarly acquain- 
ted with Emptineſlc and Neceſſity, caſting therefoze all her 
fropes into ſeuerall rings, ſhe went from one to one, and 


in the middeffofeach, councelled them all not fo be diſhear⸗ 


tened, but with her to endure what miſeries ſoeuer, ſi⸗ 
thenre ſhe would venture foꝛmoſt and fardeſt in any danger 


that could come vpon them. She fold them by way ofens 


com · couragement, that whereas Money (their daring enemy) 
prteth her fol» bzags that ſhe ts the daughter to the Dun, and Ducene of 


both the Indics. It is not ſo :ſo2 ſhe is but of baſe birth 
bzev, and begotten onely of the earth, whom ſhe cannot de · 
ny to be her mother: and albeit if cannot be gainſayed, but 
that by her griping of riches into her hands, ſhe is owner 
of many faite buildings, parkes, fozreſts, &c. Pet doth 
the oftentimes fo farre foꝛget her high birth, (thereofſhee 
vainly boaſfeth and thoſe beauties of which a company of 
old iſers, Chutles, + penny-fathers are with dotage en- 
amoured, that now and then (like a baſe common harlot ) 
the will lre with aCobler, a Car-man, a Collier, nap with 
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the Diuels owne ſonne and heire, a very damned b2oker, 
with theſe will ſhe lx whole peares together, they ſhall han⸗ 
dle her, embzace her, abuſe her, and vſe her body after any 
villainous manner to ſatiſfie their inſatiable luſt, whereas 
on the confrary part, quoth ſhe, I that am yourleader, fa- 
mous oner all the woꝛld, by my name and ſtile of Pouer⸗ 
ty, vnder whoſe enfignes, full of rents, as tokens of ſernice 
and honour,yon all are now come to fight, am well known 
to be a Pzinceſſe, neither ſo dangerous, no: ſo baſe as Mo- 
ney ſhewes herſelfe to be. Money makes allſeruice done fo 
her a very bondage in them that do it : thoſe whom ſhe fa- 
nours moſt, are her onely ſlaves; but Pouerty giues all her 
ſubtecs liberty to range whither they lift, to ſpeake what 1 | 
ther litt, and to do what they lift, hereafift impoſitions are fe,. | 
burdens, but the burdens which J thzow vpon any, grow tﬀecere len | 
light by being bozne. Who hath bene the Foundzeſle of »e: iniqua met, 
Hoſpitals but J? who hath bꝛought vp Charity but J? am e. | 
not J the mother of Almeſ⸗derdes, and the onely nurſe of 
Denotion ? do not J inſpire Poets with thoſe ſacred raps 
tures that bind men, how dull and bzutiſh ſocuer, to liſten 
fo their powerfull charmes, and ſo fs become regu⸗ £ {ris et [une 
lar? doe not J ſharpen their inuention, and put life into 9 ani 4 
their verſe e And whereas Money vaunts and beares her 5e, "0 
head high, by reaſon ot her glozious and gallant troops that \ 
attend her, you all know, and the whole wo2ld can witnes | 
with you, that Rings. Lozds Knights, Gentlemen. Alder⸗ 
men, with infinite other that were her derreſt and wans 
tonneſt minions, haue vtterly foꝛſaken her and her laſci⸗ 
niouspleaſures, onely to liue with Pouerty (out Nucene) 
though now ſhe be a little deiected in the eye of the world, 
though not in her owne wozth. 

Thus ſhe ſpake, and her ſpeeches kindled ſuch tres of re- 
ſolution in the hearts of her ſoldiers, that the Allarum was 
ſtrucke vp, D2dnance planted foz Batterie, ſcaling Lads 
ders made ready, and all the inſtruments of terrour and 


death put in tune, which wers ſet to be played vpon at the

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aſſault of a Cittie. They that kept their dennes like Fores 
in their holes, lept not, hearing ſuch thundzing : but armed

It was excellent muſicke (conſidering how many diſ⸗ 


in Pouerties Camp, thꝛeatned to plague the Gold⸗ inches of 
the Cittie, and to pluck their feathers, if euer they made a 
bꝛeach.Tayloꝛs ſwoꝛe ts tickle the Percers,+ meaſure out 
their Sattins t veluets without a yard befoze their faces, 
when the pꝛowodeſt of them all ſhould not dare to ſay Bo 
to a Taylozs Goſe , Shomakers , had a ſpite to none 
but the rich Curriers, ond ſwoꝛe with their very awle, to 
flea off their ſkins( and the Tanners ) ouer their eares,like 
old dead rabbets - Euery ſouldier pꝛickt downe one Gold- 
ſmiths name 02 another,o2 elſe the ſigne in ſtead of d name, 
as the Goate, the Vnicorne, the Bull, the Harr.&c.\wearing 
damnable oathes to piſſe in nothing but lner, in mers 
ſcozne , becauſe he had oftentimes walked by a ſkall, when 
his teth hath watred at the golden bits lying there: pet 
could not ſo much as licke his lips after them. There was 
one little djvarfiſhCobler with a bald pate, and a noſe in- 
dented like a ſcotch ſaddle, who fooke bꝛead and ſalt, and 
p2aid God it might be his laſt, if he ran not ouer all the fine 
dames that withſtode him in blacke reuenge that hee ne- 


uer had their cuſtome in his ſhop, becauſe it could neuer be 


found out 02 ſeene,that of them did euer treade her 
thoe awzy. And thus as without hot their terrible 
thꝛeatnings into the aire, ſo did thoſe within, laugh to 


thinke how they ſhould domincere ouer the ſhake-rags, if 5 


warres might but ceaſe. 

All this while were trenches caft vp ol a great height by 
the Poldauies,ts ſaue them from ſhot of the walles, whilſt 
Pouerties Pioners had digd at leaſt a quarter of a mile vn- 


der the earth, and the mine with gun powder fo blow vp 


one quarter ofthe Cittie : But this bering quickly deſcryed, 
was 
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was as ſpeedily pzeuented by a tountermine, ſo that all that 
labour toke not ſuch fire as was expected: pet went the 
Artillerie off on both ſides, wilde fire flew from one to anos 
ther, like ſquibs when Doctoz Fauſtus goes to the diuell, 
arrowes flew faſter then they did at a catte in a baſket,whe 
Pain Archur, oz the Duke of Shordich ſtrucke vp the 
dzumme in the field, many bullets were ſpent, but no bꝛesch 
into Monies quarters could be made: they that fought vn- 


der her cullers were very wary,polliticke, ffrong,and vali⸗ 7«1«m carpic is. 
ant, vet would they not venture fo2th but on great aduan⸗ ier 


tages, becauſe they had ſomthing to loſe, but Pouerties wild 
Bandetti, were deſperate, carelefſe of danger, greedy of 
ſpoile, and durſt haue fo2ne the diuell out of his ſkinne to 
haue had their willes of Money, but Night (like a ſarly 
conffable) commanding them to departin peace, and to put 
vp their toles. This aſſault ( which was the firſt;gaue oner, 


euery Captaine retyaing to his place, the Deſperueines (ot prodigell heirs 
Pouerties fide ) comming off at this time with the moſt meete ſooneſt 


loſle. 

Few attempts were after made to any purpoſe : onely 
certain yong pꝛodigall Heires, who(as voluntaries)main- 
tained themſelnes inſeruice vnder Money, were appointed 
to be light⸗hoꝛſemen fo2 diſcouery of the enemies foꝛces (as 
ſhe lay incamped) who now and then in a few light ſkirmi⸗ 
ſhes had the honour to iſſue fozth, and to ſet vpon the Aſſai- 
lants that beleagnred the Cittie : but Pouertie ſtill dzaue 
them either in to their owne ſhame, oꝛ elſe had them in exe - 
cution (euen in deſpight ofthe Cittie fozces)and put them 
euer to the wozlt. 

The Gold-beaters ( who knew themſelues on a ſure 
ground within the walles) lingred of purpoſe, and would 
neuer bꝛing it to a battaile, onely to wearte the aduerſerte, 
whom they meant to vndos by delay, becauſe the could not 
hold out long foz want of victuals. They within carsd not 
thongh ten thouſand diuels amongſt them,ſo Money (their 


- miltreſſe ) whom they wozlhipped as a Gad, would — 
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leaue their company, and the raſcoll Deerethat (without 
the walles) were euery howꝛe hunted out of bzeath, vow- 
ed to eate vp one another,befoze they would raiſe p Seige, 
and be hanged vp hke Dogs (at the Cittie gates) fo they 
were now accounted no better then dogs, but thep ld 
haue their peniwoꝛths out of Money fo2 a number of 28g 
which by her meanes they had endured, when ſhe hath ſcene 
them and their childzen ready to Tarue, yet ſcoznd to re⸗ 
leeue their neceſſities. Thus both their fomacks beeing 
great, and aſwell the defendants as the aſſaitlents reſo⸗ 
lutely confirmed to ſtand vpon their guard, and fo ſtay the 
btmolt of any miſerie that tould waite v a lingring 
Dead termes & Warte: behold the rich-plamde eſtridge s, who had molt fe- 
umes thatare thets on their backes, and leaſt cauſe to murmure, began 
cold in doings, to mutinie amongſt themſelues, the impꝛiſoning of Money 
pinch the rich (their ſole ſoueraigne) ſo cloſe within ſtony. battlements, 
a» well as die git not ſhew well: they were loxall ſubiects to her, wouly 
poets, free bothherethemſelues, vnleſle ſhe might vſe herſpozts 
and pzinc*ly pleaſures, as ſhe had wont, Percers had ther 
ſhops multy,and their filkes moldie foz want of cuſtomers, 
Golvſmiths had their plate hid in cellozs, where it lay moſt 
richly , but looked moꝛe pittifully and with wozfe callour, ' 
then pꝛiſoners ping in the hole. Paberdaſhers had moze 
hats then they could finde heads to weare them, if they 
had beene ſuch arrant blockes them ſelues to haue giuen 
their wares away, trades had no doings, all the men were 
out ofheartby being kept in, and all the women ready to 
be ſpopled fo want of walking to their Gardens: Eueris 
one ſpent & ſpent, but who taſted the ſwætenes? In ſtead 
ok ſelling their wares, they plyed nothing now but getting 
ofchildzen, and ſcow2ingof paces. In ſtead of what doe 
you lacke? was heard Arme, Arme, Arme. This geere was 
to be loked into, and therefoze t hey defired their gratious 
Empꝛeſlſe( Money) not tolye laſing thus in a chamber, but 
either that ſhe would be moze ſtirring, that theyſ her Subs 
ſteas might haue better ſtirrings tw, and (opening the Cit⸗ 
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fie gates) fo fight it out brauely, 02 elſe they vowed there 
were at leaſt ten thouſand) whole names lod now in her 
Muſter booke) that ſhoꝛtl if this wozlb laſted, would ſhut 
vp their dozes, ſhew her a faire paire of heles and from her 
lip into the hands of Pouertie their enemie. 

Upon the necke ofthis, tame likewiſe a ſupplication 
certaine tropes of Vintners without the Barres, Jnkeep- 
ers, common Uictuallers and ſuch like, who plaid p iackes 
on both ſides, and were indede Reuters, a linſey-wolſey 
people, that twke no part, but ſtod indifferent betwene

Money, and Pouerty, the tenoz of which petition paeſents 
it ſelle thus to the woz2ld.

in a veluet ſcabert within 40. yards of our precincts.

This lamentable ſupplicafion /fogether with the feare 
sta mutiny amongſt her ſoldters)\o wꝛought with the Ems 
pꝛeſſe, Mat (cleane againſt the perſwaſion ot her councell) 
ſhe determined to leaue the Cittie, and ta march into the 
field : hereupon her Armp Ropall was ſet in oꝛder, ts the 
intent ſhe might take a fall view of all her Colcnels, Ges- 
nerals, Captaines and men of warre, She went from ſqua- 
dꝛon to ſquadꝛon, nat ſo much delighting her owne eies w 
beholding ſo many thouſands ready to fight in her detence,

fend themſelues and annoy the foe, by what trickes and Lawyers. 


ſtratagems to circumuent her,how to ſeade the Tropes on, 
how to come off, and by plaine demonſtration ſhewed how 
eaſie it was to put Pouertie to her ſhifts, and to haue her ? 
her troopes in execution, if Money would be pleaſed to ſay 
the wo2d, and fo2 that purpoſe they made oꝛations fo ſef 
the armies together by the eares, which acco2ding'y tcoke 
effect, Attozneps were very buſie,and ſerued as Clarkesto 
the Bandes, running vp and downe from one rancke to as 
nother erp;efſinga kinde of puzled and dizzte diſtraction 
in all their buſineſſes, 


But that which made the belt ſhew of all, was a lane of Pfons WM 
Bꝛokers, who handled their Pieces paſſing well, c were well armde, 


old dog ata marke, they had kill in any weapon, Puſket, 
Caligner,Pefronel,Y arguibuſſe a Crock, Polar, Bolbert, 
352owne-bill, Ptke,;Dimilance ſwo2d, Bow and arrowes, 
nothing came amiſſe to them. and which was molt ſtrange 
they fought by the Booke, at a bꝛeach none ſo fozward as 
they, they had beene at the ranſacking of many a houſe. and 
would vndertake to vndoe all the troopes that were led by 
Pouertie. Theſe Bꝛokers were armed with thꝛumd cappes, 
(but then ſhould haue had Purrions)and thoſe they lvoꝛe 
to keepe their wits from taking cold: foʒ they had all diuel⸗ 
liſh heads, and were ſuited in ſparke of velaet Jackets with 
out ſlæues, tuſt taffatie bꝛecches, c oſe to them like Jriſh 


puddins had bumbaſted them, and huge dutch Alderm 
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fleeues, armed ſtrongly with back peeces of cannas, dungeon 
daggers inſtead of Piſtols hanging by their ſides, ine peicd 
filke Kockens on their legs, txed vp ſmoothly with cad- 
dis garters, all which had beene taken as ſpoiles from the 


The [nvadecr vnderſtanding that the quarrell would be 
decided in a pifcht field, and that crackt crownes would be 
both{ginen and taken on either ſide, grew excading iopfull; 
and therefo2e calling fo: Sharker(one of her boldeſt 4 wittis 
eſt Yeralvs) him ſhe ſent to Money, to know wherethe 
Rendeuous ſhould be made fo2 both armi:s to meete in, and 
what piece of ground ſhould be beft famous to poſterities 
by their batfaile. Money take aduice vpon this, moff of 
her old beaten Captaines, laboured earneſtly to haue if af 

Bag ſhot, but all the gallantscryed baw waw at him that 
named Bagſhot, ſo that foz a quarter of an hower, none 

tould be heard to ſpeake, there was ſuch a Baw wawing. 

The Merald Sharker, in name of his Piltrefſe; who ſent 
him, requeſted it might be at beggers buſh, But euery ſol⸗ 
dier ſwoꝛe that was a low zy place, and ſo fo2 a day oz two, 
it reſted bncertaine and vndetermined. 

In which Inte rim, a murmuting went vp and do lone 
that not onely Porotty had maintained this terrible Siege 
againſt the City, but that Dearch alſo, Famine and the 
Plague, were lately toyned with th* ſame Army, beides 
many range and incurable diſeaſes were crept into the 
camp, that followed Money: foz Ryot her minion, was al- 
moſt ſpent, and lay in a conſumption. A hundzedinacoms 
pany were dꝛoloned in one night in French bowles: 'fiue 
tunes as many moze were toꝛmented with a terrible gnaw⸗ 
ing about theirconſciences. All the Uſarers inthe Army 
had hung themſelues in chaines, within leſſe then thꝛee 
howers, and all the Bꝛokers, being their Baffards, went 
crying vp and downe, The Diuell, the Diuell, and there- 
upon becauſe they ſhould not diſquiet the reſt of the Soldi- 


/ ers, they were fetched away. Theſe and ſuch other vnex⸗

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pected miſchifes, put Money into many feares, doubts and Nl ſala: bells © | þ 
dilkractions, ſo that the inwardly withed that gheſe vn-?<*= "0% © © | 
lucky warres hadeithernener bene begun,o2 eiſe that teegr i 
were well ended, hy the concluſion, ir it might be, of ſome 
honourable peace. 

And as theſe ſtoʒmes of miſery fell vpon Money and her 
fropes, ſo was the army of Pouerty plagued as much, 
92 moe on the other fide : nothing could be heard a - 
monglt the Douldiers but cries, complaints, curſings, 
blaſphemies, Dathes,and ten thouſand other blacke and 
damned ſpirits, which euer hawnted them and their Gene⸗ 
rall herſelfe. Want pinched them in the day, and wildneſſe 
and rage kept them waking and raueing all the night. 
Their ſoules were deſperate, their bodies conſumed, they | 
were weary of (hopes, yet competed to liue foz farder | 
miſeries, and nothing dis komfoꝛt chem buta fooliſh hope wy - 
they had to be reuenged vpon Money. So that ſo many | 
plagues, fb many diſeaſes, ſo many troubles and inconue⸗ 4 
niencies following both the armies(by meanes of the tedi⸗ | 
ous Siege) a perpetuall frnce, league andconfederacy was A Truce. 
confirmed by Money and Poverty, and ths councellozs on 
either part: that in enery Kingdome, euery Shire, and eue⸗ 
ry City, the one ſhould haue as much to doe as the other: ö 
that Pouetties ſubtects ſhould be euer in a redineffe (as the FS 1. 
Switzers axe foz pay) to fight foz Money, if ſhe craued their l | 
aid,+ that Money againe ſhould help them whenſoener they 
did nde: and that ſithence they were two Nations ſo 
mighty and ſo mingled together, and ſo diſperſed into all 
parts of the wo2lp, that it was impoſſible to ſeuet them. 
A law was pꝛeſently enacted, that Fortune ſhould no lon⸗ 
ger bee blinde, but that all the Doctozs and Surgeons 
ſhould by waters, and other meqnes helpe her to eies, 
that ſhe maight ſee thoſe vpen whom thee beſtowes her 
bleſings,becauſe fwles are ſerued at her doalewith riches, 
which they know not how to vie, wiſe men are ſent away 
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
